The Palace Dry Goods 


Tho case of Alfred Vaughan, indicted 


in Lander county for the murder of 
William Litster Jr. and brought here 
for trial on u change of venue, was 
called in the District Court yesterday, 
Judge Cheney presiding. The homi- 


j cide was committed in Boono Canyon, 
| Lander County, December 28, 1893. 
The defendant was twice tried at Austin 
and convicted at each trial of murder 
in the first degree. On appeal to the 
Supreme Court in each case the de- 
fendant was granted a new trial for ir- 
regularities. 
As it seemed impossible 


to get n third impartial jury in Lander 
county, it nas transferred to this court 
for trial. 


District Attorney Jones of Lander 


and D. S. Truman of Winnemucca ap- 
peared us counsel for the State, Dis- 
trict Attorney Norcross assisting in 
selecting the jury, and James F. Den- 
nis of Eeno and Judge MacMillan of 
Ogden, Utah, for the defense. A venire 
for 60 talesmen was issued, 49 of whom 
were examined as to their qualifica- 
tions, and the following named per- 
sons were selected and sworn as a jury 
to try the case: E. A. Morrill, M. L. 
Warden, G. H. Fogg, W. L. Middour, 
D. W, O'Connor, I. N. Bakeless, Frank 
lung, S. J. Bryant, James Sullivan Jr., 
James Shepley, M. Hawcroft and W. 
J. Luke. 


The defense exhausted all of its 


eight peremptory challenges, and tho 
State had two to spare when the jury 
was accepted, the selection of a jury 
having occupied about three and a half 
hours. 


When the jury was sworn the Court 


ordered the indictment to be read by 
the Clerk, 


District Attorney Jones made the 


opening statement for the prosecution, 
in which he recited the history of the 
case and stated what the State intended 
to prove. 
He alleges that William 


Litster was shot first and afterwards 
his brother John. 


Mr. Dennis made a otatement f 01 the 


defense, in which he held that John 
Litster waa first shot and killed and 
afterwards his brother William. This 
is an important point in the case. At 
the conclusion of the statement of 
counsel for the defense the jury was 
placed in custody of Sheriff Caughlin 
and his Deputy, and court adjourned 
until 9 o'clock this morning. 


There was a largo attendance in the 
ourtroorn, very many desiring to 
learn the facts of the killing. It is ex- 
pocted that the case will be given to 
the jury about Friday next. It took 
about three weeks for each tiial at 
Austin, one-third of the time being 
occupied in obtaining a jury at each 
trial. 


It is conceded by both sides that a 


good, squire, honest and intelligent 
jury has been impaneled to try the 
case and that tho verdict will be in ao- 
coi dance \vith the testimony and the 
law as interpreted by the Court.
